WHAT  confidence  the  public  is  likely 
to  have  in  a police  transfer  which 
retires  senior  officers  of  the  British 
Columbia  Police  as  much  as  ten  years  be- 
fore their  superannuation  ages,  costs  the 
taxpayers  $250,000  in  severance  pay  and 
$550, in  superannuation  payments  be- 
fore the  annual  R.C  M P.  poUcinj  charge  of 
$770,000  begins,  leaves  46  municipalities 
high  in  the  air  with  unadjusted  police  con- 
tracts. and  unsettles  every  man  in  the  92- 
year-old  British  Columbia  force,  is  a ques- 
tion apparently  Attomey-Oeneral  Wlsmer 
did  not  stay  to  face.  He  left  for  Williams 
Lake  after  the  deal  had  been  put  through 
behind  closed  doors.  It  was  Premier  John- 
son who  made  the  public  announcement 
yesterday. 

An  immediate  shock  to  the  electors  of 
this  province  is  the  fact  that  Commissioner 
Roger  Peachey.  Deputy  Commissioner  Cecil 
Clark,  six  inspectors  and  one  sub-inspector 
of  the  British  Columbia  force  are  all  to  be 
retired  Immediately,  although  some  are 


scarcely  in  their  middle  fifties.  Fifteen 
others  also  received  notice  yesterday,  to 
take  effect  on  Tuesday  when  the  actual 
transfer  is  made.  For  llic  remainder — more 
than  500  men,  most  of  whom  are  married- 
in  spite  of  Government  assurances  re  rates 
of  pay  and  pension  funds,  there  seemed 
the  bleak  choice  of  staying  on  at  eventually 
lower  salaries,  or  else  seeking  other  Jobs. 

Mr  Wtsmer’s  “tribute  to  the  force.’  and 
Mr.  Johnson's  bow  to  “national  security" 
will  not  Ifkely  make  up  the  difference  m 
many  British  Columbia  homes.  Nor  is  the 
Government’s  arithmetic  regarding  a “sav- 
ing bf  $1,500,000  in  the  first  full  year" 
beyond  question.  That  it  will  be  questioned 
along  with  every  other  clause  In  the  hush- 
hush  contract  at  the  next  sitting  of  the 
Legislature  is  certain.  Long  before  that, 
however,  the  damage  will  have  been  done, 
and  the  onus  for  short-sighted,  high- 
handed and  shabby  treatment  will  rest 
.squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Provin- 
cial Government.

IT  a new  hand  is  not  dealt  soon  for  the 
Security  Council  this  core  of  United  Na- 
tions administration  bids  fair  to  lose  all 
vestige  of  public  regard,  even  though  it  has 
on  its  hands  the  conduct  of  a wartime 
operation  affecting  the  peoples  of  scores  of 
natidhs.  It  Is  sheer  absurdity  that  one  man 
by  virtue  of  his  chairmanship  should  be 
■bie  to  block  effective  action  In  pursuance  of 
the  council'*  declared  aim  of  combAlting 
Communist  aggression  in  Korea  Obviously 
there  is  dire  need  for  a rewriting  of  the 
rules  of  procedure. 

Russia’s  sole  purpose  in  ending  its  boy- 
cott of  the  purity  Council  has  been  made 
plaih  since  Mr.  Malik  took  over  as  chairman 
at  the  beginning  of  this  month.  It  has  been 
to  undo  80  far  as  poasibie  the  steps  taken 
by  the  councli  in  the  Korean  situation, 
and  in  addition  to  stultify  all  further  ac- 
tion. The  power  mistakenly  given  to  the 
chairman  makes  this  easy  for  Mr.  Malik. 
All  he  need  do  is  to  sit  pat,  deny  this  or  that 


move  as  he  sees  fit.  and  the  Security  Coun- 
cil is  impotent. 

Nothing  like  this  wa.i  contemplated 
when  the  United  Nations  Charter  was 
framed,  but  that  is  how  things  have  worked 
out.  Beyond  all  possible  doubt  it  is  now  clear 
that  Russia  stays  in  the  United  Nations 
merely  to  prevent  it  from  working  as  in- 
tended. A retaliatory  boycott  such  as  sug- 
gested by  some  American  delegates  is  no 
cure,  not  even  a palliative.  This  ^ould  even 
extend  the  farce  so  that  grown  men  ap 
peared  like  spiteful  children.  What  is  re- 
quired is  a special  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  alter  the  charter  terms,  so 
that  a nation  whfCh  abases  the  rules  for  its 
own  ulterior  purpo.4es  can  be  proscribed, 
even  thrown  out  of  thp  world  organization 
if  necessary. 

Since  all  59  nations  backing  Security 
Council  action  in  Korea  know  full  well 
that  Ru.ssia  is  behind  the  North  Korean 
aggression,  it  will  be  beyond  credence  if 
they  permit  Soviet  obstruction  in  the 
United  Nations  much  longer. 


W ho  If  ill  Take  Over  luncrgcnry  Shelter  Camps? 


Difficult  though  it  must  have  been 
to  reach,  the  decision  of  the  Citizens’ 
Rehabilitation  Council  to  withdraw 
from  the  emergency  shelter  field  and  wind 
up  Its  affairs  appears  to  be  the  wisest  course 
the  council  could  adopt.  That  hardship 
would  be  caused  to  some  through  closure 
of  the  four  camps  administered  by  this 
organization  seem*  Inescapable;  yet  it  was 
not  to  be  expected  that  the  council  could 
go  on  for  ever  as  the  custodian  of  accom- 
modation rented  on  a non-profit  basts 
Wlierc  there  are  cases  of  real  distress,  in 
which  faroilies  involved  cannot  secure  re- 
lief by  their  own  unaided  effort,  these 
should  be  transferred  to  the  permanent 
authorities. 

The  Citizens'  Rehabilitation  Council  has 
performed  a valuable  public  service  in  the 
five  difficult  years  since  the  war  ended, 
voluntarily  assuming  the  task  of  providing 
emergency  .shelter  under  decent  living 
standard.^  for  the  families  of  returned 
servicemen.  Had  It  not  been  for  the  coun- 
eil’s  help,  many  young  children  might  have 


been  brought  up  in  the  unhappy  atmos- 
phere of  one-room  apartments.  Emergen- 
cies must  end  some  time,  however.  TTie 
council  has  been  instrumental  in  giving 
these  veterans  a postwar  start,  but  it  would 
be  an  Impractical  duplication  of  welfare 
services  for  it  to  become  a permanent  insti- 
tution, running  .shelter  camps  that  are  a 
makeshift  at  best 

None  of  this  alters  the  fad  that  a need 
for  housing  still  exists.  No  one  seems  to 
know  at  the  moment  what  will  become  of 
more  than  100  families  housed  In  four 
camps  administered  by  the  Rehabilitation 
Council,  and  it  seems  unlikely  that  there 
will  be  suitable  quarters  Immediately  avail- 
able to  them  elsewhere— certainly  not  at 
rents  comparable  to  those  they  are  now  pay- 
ing The  City  Council  has  troubles  enough 
of  Its  own  with  the  Ogden  Point  and  Tyee 
ramps  without  accepting  any  additional 
responsibilities.  In  aJl  the  circumstances 
it  seems  that  the  job  of  taking  over  where 
the  Rehabilitation  Council  leaves  off  be- 
longs to  the  Dominion.

Allied  Aid  in  Korea

WASHINGTON.-More  than  30  na- 
tions are  now  sending  or  offer- 
ing to  send  troops  or  other  aid  to  help 
United  States  forces  to  tight  the  war 
in  Korea 

Only  12  nations  who  are  supporting 
the  United  Nations  m Korea  have 
failed  lo  offer  military  assistance  or  to 
, Indicate  what,  if  any,  aid  they  can 
give. 

Eight  other  states  have  informed  the 
Stale  Department  that  they  are  Join- 
ing with  the  United  Stales  m impos- 
ing a strict  embargo  on  Korea  to  bar 
the  shipment  of  military  supplies  to 
the  North  Korean  Communists. 

This  roll-call  of  nations  indicates 
that  the  free  countries  of  the  world 
are  slowly,  but  surely,  moblllilng  for 
action  lo  help  stem  Red  aggression  in 
the  Far  East. 

While  the  offers  of  aid  have  not 
come  fast  enough  to  be  militarily  ef- 
fective In  helping  to  drive  the  Reds 
from  South  Korea,  they  have  been 
better  and  larger  in  some  respects 
than  the  Unlted  States  expected. 

A Stale  Departnteni  official  points 
out  that  the  biggest  help  so  far  has 
been  the  ’psychologlcdl  effect"  the 
offers  have  had  in  thowlng  the  Com- 
munists that  the  fr^  nations  are 
solidly  behind  the  United  Nations  In 
Korea 

Officials  concede  that  it  may  bf 
months,  If  not  a full  year,  before  fo- 
reign army  units  can  be  made  militar- 
ily effective.  They  say  language  and 
differences  In  weapons  and  equipment 
pose  an  almost  Insurmountable  ob-  . 
Stacie  in  whipping  various  armies  Into 
one  fighting  unit. 

However,  some  foreign  pilots  and 
planes  already  are  In  action  on  the 
Korean  front  and  their  naval  units  are 
doing  a crediuble  Job  of  supporting 
American  ground  troops. 

♦ * ♦ 

Biggest  foreign  force  in  acUon  so 
far  has  been  sent  by  the  Australians 
The  unlu  they  have  dispatched  to  the 
Korean  front  Include  one  fighter 
•quadron,  one  destroyer  and  two  naval 
cargo  ships— all  of  which  are  in  the 
fighting 

In  addition,  Prime  Minister  Robert 
Menxie*  has  Informed  the  State  De- 
partment that  one  full  division  of  . 


ground  troops,  totaling  perhaps  15  000 
men,  is  now  in  the  process  of  forma- 
tion and  soon  w-Ul  be  sent  to  General 
MacArthur. 

Britain  has  several  naval  units  al- 
ready in  action  and  has  put  part  of 
Its  Far  Eastern  fleet  at  the  disposal 
of  MacArthur.  London  has  served 
noUoe  also  Engtaod  win  send 
one  ’‘self-contained",  umi,  but  so  far 
there  has  been  no  elaboration  what 
this  force  may  be 

Canada  has  dispatched  three  de- 
stroyers and  an  air  transport  squad- 
ron. and  is  forming  a special  ground 
force  with  a sLrengih  of  5,000  China 
has  offered  33.000  troops  anj}  30  trans- 
ports, but  so  far  MacArthur  has  not 
accepted  this  proffered  Nationalist 
aid. 

In  that  connection,  officials  here 
point  out  that  they  are  putting  no 
pressure  on  MacArthur  to  use  foreign 
aid  and  the  United  States  is  using  no 
pressure  on  foreign  nations  to  send 
troops.  *rhe  question  of  sending  troops 
Is  strictly  up  lo  the  Individual  foreign 
'countries  and  their  Parliaments,  and 
the  matter  of  using  this  aid  when 
offered  Is  strictly  up  to  MacArthur 
himself. 

As  commander  of  the  UJ<I.  forces  in 
Korea,  MacArthur  has  sole  control 
over  the  disposltlim  of  troops  and  the 
use  of  foreign  troops  and  how  they 
shall  be  used

Rude  Awakening

xy/K  grateful  that  so  many 
W Americans  are  responding  so 
well  to  the  Korean  crisis.  In  the  main 
the  people  are  meeting  an  unexpected 
and  distressing  aliuation  calmly  and 
effecUvely.  But  a deep  sense  of  frus- 
t/aUon,  exasperated  by  repeated  de- 
feats,  is  finding  some  dangerous  out- 
lets in  bitterness  and  backbiting  Only 
by  dealing  with  this  tendency  Intelli- 
gently and  firmly  In  tbe  next  few 
weeks  will  American  readlneai  for 
world  leadership  be  proved. 

Americans  have  hhd  a rude  awak- 
ening. They  art  finding  that  they 
live  In  a far  different  and  more  dan- 
gerous world  than  they  thought.  They 
are  like  a farmer  rouaed  from  sleep  to 
defend  his  neighbor’s  and  his  own 
land  from  a great  flood  There  may 
be  a temptation  lo  say:  "Why  wasn't 
I warned  before?"  Or  to  waste  time  on 


vain  regreU;  *Tf  only  that  Chinese 
dike  had  been  held'”  There  will  be  a 
time  to  take  up  the  whys  and  the  Hs. 
but  the  immediate  task  Is  to  stop  the 
flood  It  Is  to  rush  men  and  materials 
to  the  spot  where  the  levee  has  been 
broken  while  preparing  additional 
forces  for  any  other  threatened  areas 
Mistakes  have  been  made.  There 
will  be  a time  for  proper  assessment 
and  punishment.  But  it  ts’not  yet.  Re- 
rrlminattons,  polAical  dog  fights,  any- 
thing which  divides  or  weakens  is  now 
untimely,  perilous.  Moreover,  when 
accounts  are  balanced  up  it  may  well 
be  found  that  there  Is  blame  enough 
to  go  round.  Few  Americans  have 
been  right  all  the  way  in  this  affair. 
Indeed,  one  of  the  major  indictments 
lies  against  the  simple  Inexperience  of 
Americans  in  the  world  particularly 
a world  Infested  by  totaJItartanism.
